Rubber Manufacturers 





Review Tire Situation 


KRON, O., June 10.—Reports have been out in the last 
few days that tire inventories in the manufacturers’ 
hands were 20,000,000, or twice what they were last year 





at this time. 

While that figure is approxi- 
mately right, when it means the 
supply of tires in the manufac- 
turers’ and dealers’ hands, it 
the only thing about the report 
that is anywhere near correct, rub- 
ber officials here point out. 
°A careful check with the heads 
of General Tire and Rubber Com- 
pany, Goodyear Tire and Rubber 
Company and the Miller Rubber 
Company gives the following facts 
which prove beyond question the 
incorrestness of any rumors. 

- William O'Neil, president of 
General, states that there are 
today, approximately 12,000,000 
tires in the hands of the rubber 
factories, plus another 8,000,000 
possibly in the dealers’ hands, 
although from all indications 
this last figure should be con- 
siderably smaller, as is indicated 
by the hundreds of telegrams the 
Akron factories are receiving 
hourly for rush express ship- 
ments of tires. 

‘Last year.manufacturers’ stocks 
- were about 9,000,000 at this time, 
with dealers’ stocks considerably 
over this year’s total. In other 
words, the greatest difference in 
the situation this year is the fact 
that the manufacturers liave an- 
proximately 3,000,000 more tires in 
their stocks than last year, while 
the dealers have less stock in their 
Places of business than have been 
carried for the last five years. 

At the Goodyear Tire and Rub- 
ber Company, figures which are 
vouched for by the Department of 
Commerce and the Rubber Asso- 
‘elation of America, plus the per- 
‘sonal checking of L. C. Rockhill, 
gales manager of the company, 
were as follows:— 

Tires in the hands of members 
of the Rubber Association on 
April 30, 1926, were 9,402,337, 
which is conceded to represent 
75 per cent. of the industry. On 
April 30, 1925, the association 
gives the inventory as 6,835,171, 
Or an increase this year Of not 
quite 3,000,000 in mannufactnu- 
rers’ stocks. 

Figures given by the Department 
of Commerce, as found by a ques- 
tionnaire sent to tire dealers} 
throughout the country, give the 
average stock per dealer as 63.9, 

against the 62.2 average at the same 
time in 1925. Inasmuch as ap- 
Proximately the same number of 
dealers answered the questionnaire 
in 1926 as the previous year, these 
figures are considered by the De- 
partment of Commerce to be highly 
valuable for an accurate com- 
parison. 

The increase of 1.7 seems ex- 
‘ceptionally small when the one 
item of balloon tire sizes is con- 
sidered, for the chief of the rub- 
ber division gives an average of 
21.9 balloon tires for 20, 21 and 
- 22 inch rims in dealers’ hands in 
- 1926, as against an average of 
"14.8 balloon tires in stock in 
1925.

As we see it, however, there is very 
little competition between the two.

PROBLEM T0 WAIT 


Congress Feels Time 
Not Ripe; Action

jan 10.—As a 
decision of the 
United States Supreme Court 


declaring the California auto 
Stage and truck transportation 
act unoonstitutional, both the 
Senate amd House Committees 
on Interstate Commerce today 
agreed to pigeonhole until next 
session and perhaps until the 
next Oongress the measures 
sponsored by the National Asso- 
ciation of State Railway and 
Utilities Commission to bring 
interstate motorbus and truck 
traffic under the jurisdiction of 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. 

Members of the Senate com- 
mittee concluded that the time is 
not ripe for such legislation and 
that it should not be further con- 
sidered. Extensive hearings were 
held on the bill, and although it 
had the backing of the state com- 
missioners, considerable opposition 
was developed by the bus division 
of the American Automobile Asso- 
ciation. 

Much of the antagonism was 
predicated upon the belief that the 
measure would stifle competition in 
compelling all operators to obtain 
a certificate of public necessity and 
convenience before they could do 
business between states. 

Several suggested modifications 
were offered, but the committee 
gave them little consideration. The 
first draft of the bill would have 
compelled an operator to show that 
existing facilities were not ade- 
quate, and it was claimed this 
would have stopped bus lines from 
paralleling the railroads in the fu- 
ture. 

In view of the opposition devel- 
oped before the Senate committee, 
the House body held no hearings, 
its members following the Senate 
hearings and concluding to let the 
matter rest.

REEVES ANALYZES 
CREDIT SELLING. 
OF AUTOMOBILES 


‘Practice to Date Has 


Proved Sound, He 
Tells Dealers 


EW YORK, June 10.— 
“Installment selling of 
motor cars on a sound basis 
with full consideration of the 
‘three C’s’ of Credit—Char- 
acter, Capacity-to-pay and 
Capital of the buyer—pro- 
vides a needed service to the 
public, supplies articles at a 
lower cost, and helps to main- 
tain the high standard of liv- 
ing that makes America what 
it is,” said’ Alfred Reeves, 
general* manager of the Na- 
tional Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce, in his address 
on the “Advantages to the 
Public of Automobile Install- 
ment Buying” before the 
| Brooklyn Motor Vehicle Deal- 
‘ers’ Association luncheon yes- 
terday. 

“Budgeting one’s income makes 
spending more efficient, with less 

waste im the pur- 
chase of articles 
over, $100," Mr, 
Reeves indicated, 
“As we fre- 
quently have 
foolish cash buy- 
ing, 80 we have 
foolish instal- 
ment buying, but 
that should not 
condemn __ either 
_ form,"’ said Mr, 

Alfred Reeves Reeves. “No one 
ean defend the city man who on 
$40 a week salary buys a fur coat, 
a diamond ring, a radio and an 
automobile on time payments. He 
is the isolated case who supplies 
the example for those who oppose 
buying out of income. 

“We know that 80 per cent. of 
instaliment buying in the auto- 
mobile industry is sound eco- 
nomically and we will gladly 
join with others in helping to 
eliminate the 10 per cent. that 
is unsound. The real probiem is 
to embrace the good element 
and eliminate the bad, which, f 
am giad to say, is the program 
now being followed by dealers, 
manufacturers and finance com-< 
panies. 

“Oustanding installment paper 
at any one time in our industry is 
around $1,500,000,000, while the 
average time is for six months and 
the average note is $528. 

“Installment buying ts old bat 
the entrance into the field of 
automobiles, radios and musical 
instruments which ran the 
volume up to a high figure, even 
though scientifically handled by 
expertly managed finance com- 
panies formed for that purpose,

NE of the most interesting announcements of recent 
O days was that of the formation by the Yellow Truck 
and General Motors interests of a new nationwide drive- 
yourself system. When this innovation is complete it will 
be possible to rent a private car in any city in the country, 
drive whithersoever one desires and turn the vehicle in at 
the office of the company in the particular place where one 
happens to end the trip. 

There is no question of the value of a countrywide 
system of this kind, and with so elastic a method of 
handling the return of cars the drive-yourself idea is 
likely to have a very much wider application than it 
could hope for when each city operated as a unit, without 
possibility of exchange with other places. 

In some quarters there’ has been a tendency to see 
danger of cutting into actual sales of cars to individuals by 
this hire method of obtaining vehicles.
